ly admonished the crowds not to insult 
or molest soldiers, but their words had 
but little effect. 
At 5 o’clock 
companies

were placed In two trolley cars. One of 
the ears run in front of a < ar wbi< n 
carried non-union men to work and the 
other 
in 
the 
rear. 
While 
passing 
through Coaldale and 
Landsford sol­ 
diers were hooted, but as no stop was 
made the strikers did not make any 
violent demonstrations. 
At 
Summit 
Hill about double the usual number of 
men availed themselves of the protec­ 
tion of the soldiers and went to work. 
.Pickets of strikers made an effort to 
stop them, but warnings 
of 
soldiers 
held them at bay. 
When workmen had been loaded on 
the cars on the return trip through the 
valley word that more men than usual 
were reporting for work spread through

ital of national banks is $700,000,000, 
but the banks have o u tstanding only 
$358,000,000 of circulation. 
“The secretary has hoped to intro­ 
duce an elem ent of elasticity in the 
present system . 
His suggestion to the 
vaflous banks in the larger cities th at 
they m ake p reparation for additional 
circulation has m et with very favor 
able response. 
It is not his intention

circulation at all events, but only in 
case of actual necessity and em ergen­ 
cy.
